The CNIB says half of all 
blindness can be prevented, 
The theme for this year’s 
White Cane Week in Cana- 
da is ‘‘Be Wise, Protect 
Your Eyes”, 

The Scarborough Scanner 
plays a very important part 
in detecting disorders ofthe 
eye which could, if allowed 
to continue un-treated, 
cause blindness, says Mrs. 
M, A, Thirlwell, R.N., of 
the CNIB, 

One such disorder is 
Amblyopia, or ‘‘lazy eye 
syndrome’”’ as it is come 
monly called, It is import- 
ant that lazy eye be detec- 
ted early, Mrs, Thirlwell 
said, After the child reaches 
the age of seven, it may be 
too late, 

Mrs, Thirlwell visits 
health units throughout the 
province inorder to acquaint 
the personnel with the Scane 
er, ‘‘It is imperative that 
all children have an eye exe 
amination at the age of four 
or earlier’’, she said, 

The Scanner is set up ina 
darkened room with the 
child twenty feet away from 
the test panel, The operator 
is seated beside the child 


and as she presses the cone 
trol box, the letter “‘E” 
flashes onto the screen, The 
child indicates with his arm 
which direction the legs of 
the “‘E’’ point to, 

The letter ‘“‘E’’ is used, 
Mrs, Thirlwell said, be 
cause young children may 
not yet know the alphabet 
and it is also effective where 
the person to be tested is 
illiterate, 

Mrs, Thirlwell said the 
CNIB does all it can to 
assist any person needing 
help, Where warranted, fine 
ancial assistance is made 
available, appointments are 
arranged with eye speciale 
ists and transportation is 
arranged, 

Dr, J. M, Howell, medi 
cal officer of health, Sture 
geon Health Unit, said his 
unit tested 590 Grade one 
children, using the Scanner,

About a year ago an edue 
cation committee was for- 
med in Bon Accord at a 
public meeting attended by 
more than 75 ratepayers, 

This committee met with 
the board of the Sturgeon 
School Division in April, 
1968, and informed them, 
among other things, that 
permits had been issued in 
the village alone that would 
house 20 families. 

Prior to this time, to the 
best of my knowledge, no 
certificate of need had been 
submitted to the department 
of education for the Bon 
Accord centralization, The 
committee was told that 
nothing could be done on 
projected growth, 

Since the last school was 
built in Bon Accord the facts 
are: Three portables have 
been moved in, Shop has 
been taken out to make 
classrooms, Home econom- 
ics has been abandoned, All 
basement rooms have been 
utilized as classrooms, An 
old one-room school is used 
even though the washrooms 
have been sealed off to avoid 
the odor, Larger buses have 
been employed to bring chil- 
dren from the rural areas, 
In 1968, the population of 
the village alone increased 
by more than 35 per cent, 

Prospects are for an even 
greater increase in 1969, 

It is the responsibility 
of senior governments who 

have subsidized the Red- 
water Industrial Complex to 
assist the school construc- 
tion in this area, Bon Accord, 
Gibbons and the Sturgeon 
School Division will bear the 
brunt of this influx of popu- 
lation with little or no direct 
tax revenue,
